A State Department on Auction. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR recent editorial, “A Job for Gov. 
-A Stark,” commenting on the removal of 
the Missouri Unemployment Commission 
from Jefferson City to Sedalia, presents a 
graphic picture of a State department 
payroll being put on the auction block. 
This is an example, as you say, of what 
can go on unnoticed while people are dis- 
tracted from home problems by foreign 
affairs. 

Putting its department on the auc- 
tion block does not tell the whole story of 
what is being done by the Missouri Un- 
employment Compensation Commission. 
The law is plainly being violated. The law 
gives the commission authority to locate 
its department at the State capital and 
nowhere else. 


- You might be interested in what the 
record shows. When the Unemploy- 
ment Commission was started, it found 
itself without space either in the Capitol 
building or in the new office building at 
Jefferson City, but with Government 
funds to rent quarters the same as like 
departments are renting quarters in other 
states. 

Application was made to the Jefferson 
City Chamber of Commerce for a perma- 
nent fireproof building, and in the mean- 
time for a temporary building. This was 
a difficult assignment, but it was prompt- 
ly met. The commission is occupying its 
temporary quarters. 

While plans for a permanent building 
were under way and tentative agreements 
reached as to rental, without any notice 
or explanation whatever, during the sum- 
mer of 1938 certain persons in political 
positions began to get in contact with 
numerous cities over the State, persuad- 
ing them to apply for the location of the 
commisssion because of its attractive pay- 
roll. 

a 


There sprang up an awkward situation 
for the State. It was taken in hand by 
the Legislature. Various cities presented 
to that body their proposals, including 

- free rent. A law was enacted fixing Jef- 
ferson City as the headquarters of the 
commission and providing for a fireproof 
building, at a rental satisfactory to it. 

As soon as the law was paased, Jefferson 
City filed request to be permitted to erect 
a building in accordance with the act. 

. The local Chamber of Commerce of- 

S fered to put up a building without profit 
or taxes, making it the property of the 
State out of rental. 

There began a series of futile efforts 
to satisfy the commission as to rent. It 
first stipulated 50 cents a square foot asa 
maximum. After this was met, it low- 
ered the limit to 30 cents. Later, it went 
to 12% cents; still later, it refused an 
offer of a building free of rent. 

The commission agreed that it would 
cost more to operate if moved from the 
State capital. 

Removal will require the transfer of a 
vast amount of equipment and files and 
change of residence of several hundred 
families. It will divorce the Unemploy- 
ment Commission from other legislative, 
executive and judicial departments of 
government and from the State’s purchas- 
ing department. This will put both the 
State and the public to heavy and unnec- 
essary expenses year by year,

_ Finally, the local Chamber of Com- 
merce cited the law which requires the 
department to be at Jefferson City with 
a building at “satisfactory” rental and put 
to the commission the demand that it de- 
clare what rental would be necessary to 
comply with the law. This the commis- 
sion in writing declined to do. 

.To me, the action is legally, politically 
and morally indefensible. After two 
years of frustration of honest effort on 
our part to meet its demands, the com- 
mission now proposes, at great future 
waste and extravagance to the State, to 
move its offices 60 miles away, without 
the saving of a dime in rent. 

I am of the opinion that the people of 
Missouri want to see at Jefferson City 
a capital worthy of the State. We can 
do little in that direction if the auction- 
ing of State departments becomes the 
established custom.

So much of war’s tragedy is necessarily statistical 
that the horror of it is somehow inarticulate. There 
is grief, of course, in the cruel canvases of Mars— 
the pitiful plight of peoples fleeing, with such poor

|destination where safety may perhaps be found. 


Terror, too, is communicated in the diapason of 
destruction pouring down from the skies in ava- 
lanches of hate. But for the great majority of us, 
it is all too vastly terrible for accurate registration. 
We are spared the personal impact. 

Occasionally, though, the individual note is sound- 
ed. The Belgian Bluebird, for poignant example. Of 
flesh and blood like the rest of us, the dramatist 
Maurice Maeterlinck has seemingly dwelt in a world 


bolism has affected us as a message from what the 
Theosophists define as another astral plane.

After four years of litigation and the expenditure 
of more than $1,000,000, the Weirton Steel Co. has 
been found guilty by the National Labor Relations 
Board of maintaining gangs of “hatchet men” to in- 
timidate labor sympathizers and to assault union or- 
ganizers. So terminates the first phase of the board’s 
longest case. In all probability, the end will not 
come until the United States Supreme Court passes 
judgment. 

However, if the NLRB findings are supported by 
substantial evidence, they are beyond reversal by 
the courts, and their corollaries—board orders re- 
quiring Weirton to disestablish a company union 
and to cease its coercive practices—will, no doubt, 
be permitted to stand. The intransigence of this 
firm, headed by Ernest T. Weir, Republican cam- 
paign treasurer, will thus be reduced to a last-ditch 
refusal to comply with the law of the land. 

Under that. law, whose workings are explained in 


duty of the firm to divest itself of any interest in a 
labor organization. Its “hatchet gangs” certainly 
were reprehensible, Wagner Act or no Wagner Act. 
All that the company can salvage from the decision 
is the board’s dismissal of the CIO Steel Workers’ pe- 
tition to be recognized as the bargaining agent for 
its employes—something that could have been gained 
speedily by a consent election. 

Obviously, there is no compulsion on any employer 
to regard the Wagner Act with favor. Mr. Weir 
and all who felt as he did had an unquestioned right 
to challenge its constitutionality. They had, and 
still have, a right to work for its amendment or 
repeal. But they also had, and have still, a plain 
duty to obey the law especially since it has been held 
constitutional. Their right to seek its repeal can by 
no device of reasoning be extended to a right to 
ignore it simply because they do not like it.

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TOWARD CLEANER POLITICS. 

The bill to extend the Hatch Act has been passed 
by both houses of Congress and has the support of 
Mr. Roosevelt. It is a logical development of the 
stand which Congress and the President took just 
a year ago in behalf of freedom from political servi- 
tude for public employes. 

The original law made it illegal for appointive 
Federal employes to participate actively in party 
campaigns, to make political speeches, to contribute 
to campaign funds and otherwise be partisans or 
used as partisans in electoral decisions. 

The ink was not yet dry on this long step toward 
an independent Government personnel before need 
for its extension was being talked. It is one phase 
of this extension which has now been virtually 
adopted. After the extension becomes law, it will be 
illegal for state, county: and municipal employes, 
paid in part with Federal funds, to engage in the po- 
litical activities now barred to direct employes of 
the Federal Government. 

State highway department employes who receive 
Federal remuneration for their part in carrying out 
the Federal road-building program, state public 
health workers who operate with the aid of Federal 
funds, county farm agents, and many other classifi- 
cations will be removed from legal impressment into 
political campaigns. 

The argument for the extension is the same as 
that for the original act. Government has grown so 
large, the influence of its employes is so great, that 
the country must have the protection of a free choice 
by taking these employes out of the political arena. 

The Hatch Act will not end partisan raids on the 
public service, but it will be a strong defense. Here 
and there, states and cities will begin to apply the 
idea to state and local employes, and then the Hatch 
Act will be operative in the field where protection 
from the “lug” and the “ax” is most needed. The 
extension will put a heavy obstacle in the way of 
such past masters of coercion as Matthew S. Murray 
and George B. Tracy. 

If any of-the candidates for Governor of Missouri 
have made the most of the opportunity to educate 
the voters on this subject, we have missed what he 


had to say. 
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MR. WURDACK’S DRASTIC PROPOSAL. 

When Hugo Wurdack went on the Board of Educa- 
tion four months ago, he had no connection with its 
scandalous past, and was able to bring a fresh ap- 
proach to its affairs. As we said in an editorial at 
the time: 

He has witnessed the exposures, from the citi- 
zen’s point of view, and he can represent the 
voice of public opinion on the board. The chance 
to exert leadership in matters where veteran 
members resort to evasion and delay is his. 


Now Mr. Wurdack is disillusioned and disgusted 
over what he has feund. After energetic efforts, 
he resigns from a special committee and makes the 
drastic suggestion that the whole board resign, to 
permit appointment of a new group of 12 citizens 
in whom the public could have confidence. No such 
mass resignation is likely to happen, nor would it 
be desirable. At least four vacancies are very much 
in order, but there are conscientious men on the 
board. Nevertheless, Mr. Wurdack’s blunt and coura- 
geous statement will serve its apparent purpose if it 
rouses the public and jolts board members from their 
complacency. 

The promised house-cleaning is far from complete. 
The board is falling back on its discredited old 
policies. Favoritism and patronage still flourish. 
The board has failed to put the grand jury’s pointed 
recommendations into effect. If the capable mem- 
bers don’t stir the board to action soon, the public 
is going to demand the wholesale clean-out that Mr. 
Wurdack has proposed.

Purpose of creating NLRB was to give workers protection in right 
to organize, economist says; in new paper, he asserts reactionary 
employers attack board, not because it has done its work’ badly, 
but because it has done it well; record shows strife diminished.

MPLOYERS and their employes are not 
F eauai in bargaining power. The em- 

ployer has the advantage. To lessen 
that advantage, to achieve for themselves 
the bargaining strength which they can- 
not exercise as individuals, workers organ- 
ize into unions. 

Over a long period of years, the Supreme 
Court of the United States has repeatedly 
pointed this out. Its most recent statement 
on the subject was that of Chief Justice 
Hughes, in 1937: “Long ago we stated the 
reason for labor organizations: we said that 
they were organized out of the necessities 
of the situation; that a single employe was 
helpless in dealing with an employer . 
that union was essential to give laborers 
opportunity to deal on an equality with 
their employer.” 

What was apparent to the Supreme Court 
has long been plain to both workers and 
their employers. The workers wanted to 
increase their bargaining power, so they 
tried to organize; the employers wanted to 
retain their bargaining advantage so they 
attacked the organizational efforts of their 
employes. This made for industrial conflicts, 
strikes, lockouts, bloodshed. 

To diminish this cause of labor disputes, 
the National Labor Relations Act was 
passed. It begins with these words: “The 
denial by employers of the right of em- 
ployes to organize and the refusal by em- 
ployers to accept the procedure of collec- 
tive bargaining lead to strikes and other 
forms of industrial strife or unrest .. .” 

The most important provision in the act 
provides that “employes shall have the right 
of self-organization; to form, join or assist 


labor organizations , Pa 


* * « 


Why was it necessary to have this right 
to unionize made into a law? Because, al- 
though the courts for years admitted the 
necessity for unionization and advised work- 
ers that they had the right to join unions, 
they did nothing to protect the workers 
when they were fired for exercising that 
right. It was no good telling workers they 
had the right to organize, if at the same 
time employers had the right to use spies, 
intimidation or discharge to smash their 
organization. 

NLRA changed that.. It made any inter- 
ference by employers with their workers’ 
right to organize an unfair labor practice. 
It gave workers the right to choose their 
own representatives and made it an unfair 
labor practice for the employer to refuse to 
bargain collectively with them. 

In the light of the charges of unfairness 
made against it, it is important to realize 
that this is the only restriction placed on 
the employer—that he must not interfere 
wih the workers’ right of self-organization 
and collective bargaining. The act does not 
say he cannot cut wages, lengthen hours, 
introduce the speed-up; it does not say he 
cannot discriminate against his workers, 
or discharge them at will. All these things 
an employer can still do for any reason ex- 
cept anti-unionism. 

Nor, when he agrees to bargain collec- 
tively with representatives of his workers, 
does he have to give in to their demands. 
All that the act requires him to do is nego- 
tiate in good faith. If he does that, and no 
agreement is reached, he is not to blame.

called. The rules governing the administra- 
tion of their agency are similar to those of 
other Government agencies. Their record in 
the courts compares favorably with that of 
any other Government agency.

One of the reasons the layman has a 
distorted understanding of the work of the 
NLRB is the fact that only the more spec- 
tacular cases, involving formal hearings, re- 
ports and orders, get much attention in the 
press. But these represent only 8 per cent 
of the total number of cases handled by the 


board in its five years of activity. 
« ™~ * 


Of the 25,030 cases closed by June 1, 
1940, 48 per cent were’ closed by agreement 
of both parties; 17 per cent were dismissed 
by the board and regional directors: 27 
per cent were withdrawn by the individuals 
or unions which filed the complaint. These 
total 92 per cent of the cases. They seldom 
make the headlines. 

It is easy to understand why reactionary 
employers attack the board. They oppose it 
not because it has done its work badly, but 
because it has done its work well. It is dif- 
ficult to understand why William Green, 
president of the AFL, threw his support to 
the Smith committee amendments which 
would, if passed, emasculate the act. It is 
significant that the rank and file of the 
AFL has not supported Mr. Green in his 
attack on the board. 

Has the act accomplished its purpose of 
diminishing industrial strife? The record 
shouts the answer: of 2768 strike cases 
handled, 75 per cent were settled; 838 
threatened strikes, involving 192,967 work- 
ers, were averted through board action. 

American labor knows what is good for 
it. It will continue its fight for more NLRA 
birthdays.

Men Spend 60 Hours in Open

WEATHER CONDITIONS 
AT KEY POINTS 
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Germans Reported to Have Food 
Stored Away to Last Four Years 


With Grain Crop About Two-Thirds of Re- 
quirements, Others in Europe Face 
Starvation Next Winter. 


NEW YORK, July 12 (AP).— 
Sufficient food for Germany’s 80,- 
000,000 but a possibility of starva- 
tion this winter for thousands of 
French, Belgians, Poles, Dutch and 
Scandinavians was visualized to- 
day by some international grain 
authorities. 


Using information obtained from 
Europe through confidential trade 
channels, these sources outlined 
the food situation abroad in the 
wake of Germany’s conquest as 
follows: 

1. Great Britain’s food blockade 
against Germany—and now most 
of the rest of Europe—is highly 
efficient; but 

2. Germany stored food  inten- 
sively for five years before the war 
began, and is alleged to have on 
hand sufficient reserves, which 
with new crops, would feed its own 
population for four years; 

3. The European grain crop this 
year will be only about two-thirds 
of normal requirements, due _ to 
bad weather and mobilization of 
farmers as soldiers; 

4. Harvest of the captured areas 
are more likely to go to Germans 
than to the civilians of those areas. 

England Depends on Navy. 

England imports most of its food 
but is expected to be able to nour- 
ish its people from distant empire 
and other sources overseas as long 
as the navy can control the ship- 
ping lanes and stave off submarine 
and bombing attacks on merchant 
vessels. 

Germany, it was said, began mak- 
ing food preparations in 1934. 
Through the ensuing years, an in- 
creasingly large amount of food 
was laid away—mainly in aban- 


doned mines beyond danger of 


bombing damage. 

Of recent years, Germany's 
wheat requirements have run about 
15 per cent above its harvests of 
170,000,000 to 200,000,000 - bushels 
annually. 

Another German necessity, rye, 
has been produced at a rate of 
about 370,000,000 bushels annually, 
augmented by purchases from Po- 
land. 

Poland’s winter wheat and rye 
this year will go mainly into Ger- 
man granaries. 

Russia’s newest conquest, fertile 
Bessarabia, cuts into Germany's 
grain area. 

This is a bad year for European 
crops. The winter was unusually 
cold. Spring was rainy and floods 


were severe. 
Balkan Crops Cut. 

Floods in the Danubian delta 

wrecked much of Rumania’s grain 

prospects, making Rumanians look 


of their crop, instead of the tradi- 
tional 35 per cent. Then _ in 
marched the Red army, taking 
over lands expected to yield 175,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat. 

Ordinarily Rumania, with Hun- 
gary, Bulgaria and Yugoslavia, 
send 80,000,000 bushels of wheat 
yearly to the rest of Europe. This 
year, said the experts, it is un- 
likely those nations would have 
more than 25,000,000 bushels above 
needs of their own people. 

Other European nations are 
grain importers, with the excep- 
tion of France in good crop years. 
Now, however, the French pros- 
pect is set at less than 200,000,000 
bushels of wheat compared with 
France’s annual requirement of 
more than 260,000,000 bushels.

But is Gibraltar impregnable under modern conditions? 

Britain has been fortifying the Rock steadily since Sir George 
Rooke grabbed it as a crown colony in 1704. Natural caves deep in 
the living rock have’ been enlarged as storage space for food, water 
and munitions for 1,000 to 1,500 civilians. There are ten such cav- 
erns, gas proof and bomb-proof. A regular rabbit warren of tunnels 
connects the vaults, far below the penetrating range of air bombs or 
artillery. .The estimated 10,000 soldiers who would man the guns in 
the upper galleries also have been similarly provided for. 

Gun ports dimple the face of the cliffs. Cannon poke out their 
noses, commanding the straits in all directions, from level on level in 
the great fortress. 

Gibraltar has known siege. The French and Spanish besieged 
the fort for four years, from 1779 to 1783. They failed to dent the 
great redoubt. But that was before the days of the airplane and 
high explosives. 

Britain has spent millions upon millions in erecting breakwaters 
and moles to enclose the harbor as a naval base. Its miles of jetties, 
graving docks and drydocks, fuel yards and naval facilities present 
tempting targets for air raiders and landbased artillery in Morocco or

The surface guns could be destroyed, but the Rock itself is a 
tougher nut to crack.

The Rock seems likely to be tested soon. Military observers ex- 
pect that the Nazi bombers will be able to use Spanish landing fields 
just a few minutes from the Rock.
